They know of the programs largely by read- 
ing the published work of the faculty members who supervise the pro- 
grams, and by the quality of the scholars that they produce--many of 
whom come to work here or at the State Department. If you contact the 
schools, they can give you more specific details. 


In your own part of the country you might check with the Center 
for Chinese Studies at the University of California (Berkeley) or the 
Stanford University U.S.-China Relations Program. The University of 
Washington has a Far Eastern and Russian Institute. oe 


If you are inclined to go east to study, you might try the 
Harvard University East Asian Research Center, the Columbia University 
East Asian Institute, the University of Michigan Center for Chinese 
Studies, or the University of Chicago Department of Political Science. 


These are not the only places to study. Other major schools in 
the country have good faculties and programs. We hope this kind of 
guidance is helpful.
